Troubled? Spiritual Uplift Close As Phone

A one-minute “message for spiritual uplift is 
as near as the closest telephone. 

Tha Hazard Christian Church, guided by the 
Rev. E. Tipton Carroll, has inaugurated a “Call A 
Prayer" service, a system whereby a person may call 
telephone number 748 and hear a short, tranacrib- 
ed, inspirational message. The recorded voice will 
be that of Rev Carroll, and can be called 24 hours 

* day .. „ . 

"The main purpose of the program, Rev. Car- 
roll said, "is to give an uplift” to anyone who might 

wish to call. .... . , 

The recording machine, a small device about 
the size of a typewriter, was secured through the 
General Telephone Company. Rev Carroll consulted 
with Mason Campbell, district manager of the com- 
pany, before carrying out the plan Mr. Campbell 



said a line was run direct from the Hazard telephone 
switchboard to the recording device, which sits on 
Rev. Carroll’s desk in his office at the Christian 
Church. 

Mr Campbell said the unit is an “Electronic 
Secretary,’’ an automatic answering device manufac- 
tured in Wisconsin The recorded message starts 
playing automatically from the telephone's ringing 
current After one minute, the machine returns to 
normal, ready for another call 

The recording phase of the machine operates 
much the same as a conventional tape recorder. The 
message is recorded on tape, and it can be erased 
at any time. An amplifier raises the volume of the 
voice ou the tape 

The machine was kept almost constantly busy 
shortly after the "Call A Prayer” service was first
